Scott 
Still Alive 
in 
His 
Hovel. 


HE STICKS TO HIS FIKST STOKY 


A Madman D istributes His Coin With 
a Free Hand and D estroys 
Two W indows. 


Charles Scott, one of the unfortunate 
principals in the A lam eda-streettragedy 
is still alive, and his attendant physi 
cians Btate 
th at unless inflammation 
sets in there is a chance for his recovery. 
He still lies in the hovel where the m ur­ 
der occurred, and is carefully tended 
nigbt and 
day 
by watchful nurses, 
whilst outside the room there is ever a 
policeman on guard to keep off intruders, 
and also to be on hand in the case of 
Scott’s 
desiring 
to 
make 
a confes­ 
sion. 
It seems very improbable, how­ 
ever, that any other statement than 
the one he has already made will be got 
out of him, for he stoutly m aintains tliat 
he did not do tbo shooting, bnt that an 
assassin entered the room during the 
early morning and committed the foul 
deed. His partner, Bryan, was with him 
a good deal of the time yesterday, and 
the wounded man spoke freely to his 
partner on the subject. 
" I told you the truth yesterday,” he 
said earnestly, <4and if the woman was 
alive she would tell you that I am not 
lying. 
We had no row at all, and she 
kissed me before went to sleep. That 
was the last 1 know of the affair until 
the report awakened m e.” 
“ How do you account for the fact that 
you were shot in the right side of the 
head, for if an assassiu came in the room 
he would have naturally fired from the 
outside of the bed, and that would have 
been yonr left,” was asked. 
“ Jt always sleep on my left side,” was 
the immediate reply of Scott, “ and that 
would have placed my head with the 
right side up, would it not? The whole 
thing happened in a few seconds, and I 
don’t believe that I would have had 
time to turn.” 
No matter how close the cross-exam­ 
ination, it was impossible to make Scott, 
in his recital of the affair, contradict 
himself, so the 
subject was dually 
dropped. Those who maintain that he 
murdered the woman and then attem pted 
suicide say that the reason he is so firm 
in his denial of any complicity in the 
crime is because he does not think he is 
going to die from the effects of his 
wounds, and he is quite aware that if he 
confesses any guilt he will only leave his 
present quarters for the gallowg. There 
is something in this mode of reasoning, 
for when called upon by his partner to 
settle up and dispose of his affairs, he in 
every instance stated, “ If I die,” laying 
particular emphasis on the conjunction. 
TUK DEAD WOMAN. 
The remains of Hortense Verehére, 
alias Anna Pierre, his murdered mistress, 
lay in the morgue all day yesterday and 
were viewed by hundreds of morbidly- 
inclined individuals, both 
male 
and 
female. 
Coroner Merdith had intended to hold 
the inquest during the course of the 
evepiug, but at the hour appointed it 
was found to be impossible-- to 
get 
all the witnesses 
together, 
so 
the 
examination was 
postponed until 10 
o’clock this morning. From investiga­ 
tions made yesterday it was discovered 
that the deceased was born in Roubai, 
Department du Nord, France, and wuh 
38 years of age. 
She came here with 
Pierre, a Frenchm an,who was possessed 
of a considerable sum of money at one 
time, bat is said to have lost it in the 
San Diego boom. 
He left here over a 
fortnight ntro and went 
to Mayfield 
where a brother of his resides.

The poor little 
animal had been present in the chamber 
during the night and had witnessed the 
tragedy. 
He seemed to thoroughly un­ 
derstand what had taken place, for he 
looked np at his murdered mistress and 
whined piteously. 
When one of the 
officers lifted up the little animal and 
handed him to a bvstinder, who offered 
to take charge of him, he cried so 
plaintively that he was released ami 
allowed to re-enter the room where 
he crouched in a corner and watched all 
that transpired, emitting low whines at 
intervals. 
When finally the undertaker 
came and removed the body of the wo­ 
man to a wagon, so as to take her to the 
morgue, he attem pted to follow, but was 
frightened back and placed in the care of 
an inmate of a house near by. 


Giboulet became violent, and was re­ 
moved to the County Jail for safe keep- 
iug. 
He will be examined to-morrow 
for insanity. 
He is a baker, and hoe 
been employed in some of the leading 
hotels. 


ON TASCOTT’8 TKA1L. 


T h e D e te c tiv e s P u t On U o a r d A g a in . 
H is D e s c r ip tio n . 
The recent excitement regarding the 
tracking down of Tascott, who murdered 
Amos D. Snell, the Chicago millionaire, 
on February 8, 1888, has started the de­ 
tectives on the trail again, and as it is 
probable that in his wanderings Tascott 
may reach this part of the country, the 
following description of him has been 
furnished to the special officers; 
"W illiam B. Tascott is from 20 to 22 
years of age, 5 feet, 8 or 9 inches high, 
150 pounds in weight, slim built, very 
erect, full round face, heavy eyebrows, 
very fair complexion, light-brown hair, 
¿bin on tcp of bead, prominent hazel or 
dark-blue eyes, small mustache (may be 
dyed). 
He is quite young looking. 
Hie 
front teeth show gold tilling, a line or 
surface of gold extending along the edge 
of the two upper front teeth, and is quite 
prominent. 
He generally has his hands 
in 
his 
pockets, and 
has the 
air 
of 
a 
loafer 
or 
person 
without 
any particular business or object in view. 
He is rather good-looking, hie cheeks are 
red and there is nothing about his ap­ 
pearance which would create suspicion 
of his being a criminal. 
Shot in right 
hip, scars on right leg, knee and both 
elbows. 
Claims to be a newspaper re­ 
porter. 
Is said to be an expert pool 
player and will frequent pool rooms. 
He converses about hia travels through 
the country freely.” 
Regarding the statement that he claims 
to be a newspaper reporter, it m ay be 
mentioned that at the period when the 
tragedy occurred he was employed in that 
capacity on the Chicago Times. In point 
of fact his name was, the morning after 
the murder, put down by the city editor 
of the paper he was working on as one of 
the live reporters detailed to work up the 
incidents of the case.

B. Giboulet went insane last night, at 
least he uehaved in a m anner which 
showed he was not in his right mind.

himself by throwing first a dollar and 
then a half-dollar in each. 
W hen he

and then he proceeded across the street 
and finally found his way to the corner 
of Alameda and Aliso streets, where Ser­ 
geant Fletcher, who had been told of his 
strange behavior, succeeded in inducing 
him to retire to a room in a lodging- 
house.

street, 
where 
he found a crowd collected 
around 
Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s office.

Mr. Pridham , manager for the company, 
thought that it had been made by a bal­ 
let, but upon examination, the hole was 
exactly the size of a dollar.

Serjeant Fletcher jumped to the conclu­ 
sion that these ruined windows were the 
results of Giboulet’s markmanship, and 
he went to the lodging house and ar­ 
rested him.

The Southern California Racing Club 
had provided a fine programme for the 
concluding day of the spring met ting, 
and everything passed off in the most 
satisfactory manner.

and Los Angeles, for once, has been 
treated to a meeting where all the races 
run were square and above board. As 
the afternoon progressed the crowd on 
the track increased, and after Glendine 
had made an example of Oliver J. in 
their match race, there must have been 
two thousand people on the grand stand 
and along the quarter stretch. 
Three horses came to the poBt for the 
three-quarter mile heat race, and betting 
was very lively. 
For the first heat they 
got away on even terms, C&nnie Scot 
making the running, with John Treat a 
neck behind and Alaho trailing. 
There 
was little change in their positions until 
the run for home, where Alaho began to 
close up. 
Treat and Cannie Scot raced 
together up the stretch, but 100 yards

and a terrific race home was the result, 
Alaho winning on the post by a head, 
dead heat for second place.

The 
victory of G. W. was well received, and 
Dan Dennison effected quite a little coup 
on the result. The Naicho B. party must 
have lost a lot of money on the race, as 
thev thought his winning was a certainty 
and backed bim accordingly. 
The Consolation purse only brought 
three starters to the post, and of these 
Reno was in to make the running for 
Hotspur. 
Betting on the result was 
furious, and there was little to choose be­ 
tween Gladiator and Hotspur for favor­ 
itism. Gladiator finally settled down as 
first choice, and after a bard race landed 
tbe money for his supporters. 
Reno made the running, with Hotspur 
as his attendant, Gladiator lying third. 
At the half Reno was palling double, and 
his jockey at the three-quarter post, obe­ 
dient to instructions, gave place to Hot­ 
spur. Hotspur led into tbe stretch, bnt 
was immediately challenged by Gladi­ 
ator. It was a ding dong race up tbe 
stretch, but Baldwin’s colt outstayed bis 
opponent and won all out by three-quar­ 
ters of a length, Rena a bad third.

In the J u stice Court. 
The courts have constantly to deal 
with cases of cross-complaints when of 
the two parties to an affray each enters 
charges against the other. It not in­ 
frequently happens in such cases that 
the guilty party, by throwing the blame 
on tbe injured victim, manages to get off 
himBelf. 
The affair between two Mexi­ 
can ranchers of Las Virgines, Ramundo 
Tapia and Emanuel Dominguez, appears 
to be something on this order. Tapia 
had the good luck to get in tbe first com­ 
plaint, and in the two hearings which 
the case has had in Justice Savage’s 
court, he has managed to get awuy wilh 
ail the justice there was to be had, leav­ 
ing poor Dominguez nothing but the 


cold comfort of experience. In tbe ex­ 
amination of 
DomiDguez, which took 
place Friday on tbe charge of assault 
with a deadly weapon, it was shown by 
the evidence that Dominguez was armed 
when 
the row 
began, and it was 
not 
until 
Tapia 
had 
fired 
at him twice and beat him in the face 
with a large revolver, that he went to 
tbe bouse and got his gun. Then he re­ 
turned and attacked Tapia again, and 
shot him in the leg. For this he was 
held to answer to the Superior Court. 
The examination of Tapia on tbe same 
charge was set for yesterday. Domin­ 
guez eays that he was never Bubponed 
to be present, and the other witnesses 
say the same. It happened for once 
now that no representative of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney appeared at the examina­ 
tion Friday,and a substitute had to be ap­ 
pointed to do the work. Mr. Donnell 
appeared from tbe office yesterday to 
handle the case against Tapia. Finding 
no witnesses present, and probably not 
aware of what had been brought out in 
the examination of the preceding day. 
Mr. Donnell moved that the charge be 
dismissed and it waB done. Tbe whole 
proceeding was of a singular order, and 
one which it was said, bad an element 
of blame for somebody. 


JERUSALEM. 


T h e Sacred Ulty of 
H ebrew and 
C h ristia n D ispensation Done to Life. 
At the corner of Main and Second 
streets, in this city, is an exhibition 
which every person in tbe city ought to 
see. It is the city of Jerusalem as it ap­ 
peared in the days of Herod the Great, 
done in painting and carving and made 
more life-like by the most elahorate sys­ 
tem of mechanism ever seen in tnia 
country. 
The contriver of this wonderful system 
of clockwork íb Mr. J. B. Miller, a citizen 
of Warsaw, 111. Mr. Miller, as may 
well be imagined, spent years of pains­ 
taking toil as well as of deep study to 
devise and perfect the complicated clock­ 
work which 
íb 
used 
to 
bring so 
vividly before the eye tbe ancient 
and Holy City of Jerusalem. For twelve 
long years he worked to produce the 
“ Automatic City of Jerusalem.” Profes­ 
sor H. Cocke manages the exhibition, 
and Mr. Miller accompanies it wherever 
it goes. His daughter, a sprightly and 
intelligent young lady, is the lecturer, 
and explains in|lucid sentences all that 
goes on about the wonderful show. 
Tbe background shows on canvas the 
city as it appeared in the time of Herod. 
The temple, Mount Calvary, and other 
points of interest, are brought out in fine 
relief. 
The 
foreground 
is 
all 
carved 
in 
solid 
wood. 
Herod’s 
temple, the castle of Antonio, the hall of 
Herod, tbe temple of Solomon,the Tower 
of David, and other edifices, are cut from 
solid wood, and so skilfully does the 
canvas join tbe carving that both appear 
as a single piece. The mechanism covers 
a space of 000 square feet. The machinery 
weighs 3,000 pounds, and is composed of 
2,000 pieces moEt intricately joined to­ 
gether. At times there are 400 wheels 
revolving, but so smoothly do they per­ 
form 
their 
functions 
that 
they 
are 
even 
more 
noiseless than a 
watch. 
There 
are 
200 
automatic 
figures connected with this exhibition. 
We include Christ and his Apostles, as 
they meet a funeral procession when tbe 
young man, tbe son of the widow of 
Nain, is raised from the dead. Mary 
sits at the Savior’s feet and drinks in his 
words while Martha is busy about many 
household things. 
People enter tbe 
gates of the city, some on horseback, 
others on foot, while many travel in the 
old-fashioned chariots of the day. Thero 
is a smith working 
at his 
forge, 
a 
potter 
turning 
his wheel 
to 
fashion 
tbe 
clay 
as he 
wills, 
a cow drinking at a trough, while a 
woman drains water 
from the well. 
Oarj>entera ply the saw, the knife or the 
axe, children play at sea-saw, a bird 
siDgs on the tree, bells toll in Badness or 
peal out their notes of joy.

There is 
now, as there was in the days cf Solo­ 
mon, no end of book-making. Statisti­ 
cal books, books devoted to mathemati­ 
cal, metaphysical and social problems 
rush out of the presses of the English 
speaking people with a velocity that in­ 
spires terror rather than interest. 
How different 
was it only a few 
years ago? 
Time was, and even in 
the memory of 
people yet young, 
when the lover of books printed in the 
English language could poise his paper- 
cutter, uncertain w hether to make his 
inc r fion into a new^ novel by Thackeray, 
Charles Dickens or George Eliot, a mas­ 
terly article by Macaulay, ora fresh poem 
by Tennyson or Longfellow. Those were, 
in truth, red letter days. 
They were led np to by an era in Eng­ 
lish literature which bad not been paral­ 
leled since the Elizabethan dayB. As the 
centnry opened, that wonderful thesaurus 
of prose and poetry embodied in the 
works of Sir Walter Scott was open to the 
reader. 
Then came the poetry of Burns, 
the magical critical work of Jtilries, Kit 
North and their unexampled associates. 
To have lived in those days waB to have 
lived twice. 
The wonderful novels em­ 
braced 
in 
the 
Waverley 
series, 
the 
wealth 
of 
wit 
and 
wisdom 
embodied 
in 
the 
Xoctet* 
Ambro 
sian.r, led 
up naturally and almost 
insm tibly to the weird and pyrotechnic 
intellectual progeny of Lord Byron, and 
to the exquisite deliveries of the Lake 
school of poets, with Tom Moore and 
many other luminaries on independent 
lines. 
Those, too, were red-letter days for 
literature in the United States. We bad 
Cooper, and l ’aulding, and Washington 
Irving. 
As to Cooper and Irving, it may 
be said, with truth, th a t the finest 
aehievements of the Waverly era and of 
th e Qaeen Anne 
literature were ap­ 
proached by them . The “ Last of the 
Mohicans” was 
a wotk fully up to 
“ Waverley,” while the Sketch Book of 
Washington Irving was equal to the 
standard of the best work of Addison 
and Steele. 
In this country, also, as a successor to 
the Coopers and Jrvings, we developed 
in Bryant, Longfellow and Holmes, a 
line of poetic inspiration that kept pace 
with the beet work of the English sing­ 
ers. 
Positively the retrospect makes a read­ 
ing man melancholy. In England a tribe 
of new writers have come into being 
whose stock in trade is knack, not inspir­ 
ation. 
In many caees the work is highly 
polished and artistic, but it lacks soul 
and pulsation. Swinburne and Owen 
Meredith still dignify the current Eng­ 
lish literatuie to some extent, but they 
are two men where there were formerly 
a score, and that score was 
b o over­ 
shadowed by the elder Bnlwer, Dickens, 
Thackeray, Tennyson at his prime, and 
several others, that their individuality 
was almost lost. 
In the United States the contrast of 
the present with the past is even more 
melancholy. The sort of stuff that we 
are asked to accept as literature is enough 
to turn even a strong stomach. There is 
th e feeble tittle-tattle of Howells, to eet 
off against the itrong and incomparable 
work cf Hawthorne, instinct with imagi­ 
nation, and the sinewy graces of the 
English language at its best. 
Yet even 
Howells is a giant when placed along­ 
side of each literary abortions as the 
author of “ A Transaction in Hearts,” 
“ Tristrem V ariek” and the vagaries of 
Amélie Rives Chanler. 
The polished 
inanities of Jam es are to the splendid 
creations of Cooper or Irving what a 
piece of pinchbeck would be beside the 
Koh-i-noor. 
What is the reader to do nowadays ? 
H is recourse, in our opinion, is to read 
th e old books. Shakspeare, Ben Jonson, 
Massinger, improve stsadly with the 
advance of years. 
So do the poets and 
writers of the Queen Anne age. 
As to 
th e unexampled developm ent of genius 
which characterized the opening and the 
firBt half of the present centnry it has 
never been exceeded except by the 
Elizabethan poets. 
They can all be read 
and re-read with never dim inishing de­ 
light. 
W ith the exception of Longfellow 
and a few others, th e older our American 
authors are the better. 
Then, in the lit­ 
erature of France and Germ any, there 
are 
inexhaustible sources of 
delight., 


T h e I r r ig a t i o n P r o b le m . 
A suit has been begun by the Spring 
Valley W ater Company of San Francisco, 
the result of which will have a great in­ 
fluence on the future prosperity of every 
pait of the State which depends upon 
irrigation or is capable of being improved 
by the use of stored water. 
As the law stands, Boards of Super­ 
visors are authorized to fix the rates at 
which water companies m ust supply 
their customers, but there does not seem 
to be any provision for a basis on which 
rates are to be fixed, except the rather 
vague expression, “ reasonable profit” to 
the water company. 
The complaint of the Spring Valley 
W ater Company sets forth that the Su­ 
pervisors of San Francisco arbitrarily cut 
down their rates to a figure at which they 
will not afford the company one-half the 
revenue needed to pay expenses and de­ 
clare a reasonable dividend on the capital 
stock ; that this reduction of revenue was 
made by the Supervisors without their 
having taken any pains to inform them 
selves about the cost of supplying water, 
and that the company had even been 
refused an opportunity to appear before 
the Board and, by its books and accounts 
dem ónstrate the necessity for permitting 
the continued collection of the revenue 
rates that had prevailed in the past, 
Therefore the company prays that the 
arbitrary reduction may not be enforced 
and that the Sni*ervisors be ordered to 
fix the rates at a figure sufficient to pro­ 
duce the revenue needed to carry on the 
business of the company and pay its 
stockholders reasonable dividends. 
W ithout attempting to enter into any 
discussion of the merits of the case at 
issue, the importance of the principle in­ 
volved, to the State at large can be easily 
shown. 
The storage and distribution of water 
for irrigation and domestic uses requires 
large capital, and works of this character 
can only be carried on by an aggrega­ 
tion of the capital of many persons, who, 
while not active in the management of 
the enterprire, invest their money in the 
hope of receiving dividends. Any such 
corporation must come under the law of 
the State and submit to have its rates 
fixed by the Board of Supervisors of 
the district in which it does business. 
It m ust be clear that people will be 
more ready to put their money into such 
enterprises if a fair profit is guaranteed 
to them , than if their profit, or even nec­ 
essary income for expenses of operating, 
is entirely dependent on the mere whim 
of a Board of Supervisors, and we do not 
believe that it is a good public policy to 
perm it supervisors to fix rates on any 
Buch basis as their mere pleasure. 
If it is legal,there is nothing to prevent 
any Board, from ruining a water com­ 
pany. 
A Board could fix rates be 
low the cost of pipe lepairs and force the 
company to 
cease 
cparations 
even 
thongh the persons purchasing water 
w ere able and willing to pay a fair price, 
This wonld practically mean confisca­ 
tion, and if water ditches and reservoirs 
can be confiscated at any moment, the 
State will find it impossible to induce 
capital to invest in irrigation enterprises 
the need for which we are constantly 
pointing out. 
This is not alone the concern of tne 
San Francisco Company, but of every 
water company in the Stale and of every 
land owner who hopes at some time to 
secure irrigation for his land. 
If cost is not to be considered in deter 
mining rates then irrigation will stop. 
No doubt it is proper to make the bur­ 
den of the proof of cost lie on the water 
company, but that is a vastly different 
thing frc-m refusing the company any op­ 
portunity to be heard on that subject, 
certainly seems only the commonest 
kind of justice to perm it an enterpiide 
which is of vast public benefit to receive 
as much profit on its investment as 
man who lends money on any other kind 
of security. 
In the case of the Spring Valley Com 
pany it has been hinted that the cut in 
rates was made by the Supervisors be­ 
cause expected boodle was not forth 
coming. 
If that be true, a proper basis 
for fixing rates cannot be reached too 
soon; if untrue, it shows the necessity 
for such an arrangement that an honest 
Board of Supervisors could not have such 
charges made against them. 


Wk have have received a communica­ 
tion from an attache of the Santa Fé sys­ 
tem complaining of our editorial com­ 
ments upon the late accidents. 
I t is 
fiaimed that in throwing blame upon the 
train dispatchers we made the wrong par­ 
ties responsible. That is possible. 
We 
do not pretend to be fam iliar with the 
duties of all the railroad departm ents; 
but wo naturally thought that the train 
dispatchers were the parties whose duty 
it was to keep posted upon the where­ 
abouts of trains on the roads. Perhaps, 
after all, the policy of the Santa F6 m an­ 
agers in w ithholdingallnews of accidents 
on their lines leads to much of the mis­ 
apprehension that gains currency about 
mishaps. They control their own wires, 
and, consequently, when an accident oc 
curs, reports can only reach tho press by 
rumors that obtain at places where there 
are other telegraph stations than their 
own. If the company would change their 
policy, and allow the papers to got spe­ 
cials over their wires when accidents 
occur, facts wonld reach the public in a 
better and more satisfactory shape than 
they do now. There is no desire on the 
part of newspaper men to throw unneces­ 
sary blame on any ro ad ; but when serious 
accidents occur they must get the news 
the best way they can, and their editorial 
comments will of course be based upon 
the reports as they have received them . 


T h e r e is some comment about the se­ 
lection of a site for the State Reform 
School. 
The Commissioners have pro­ 
nounced in favor of W hittier, although 
there was a site with forty acres donated 
within a mile of the city limits, and the 
city had agreed to give an ample supply 
of water. 
There is in some quarters an 
idea that the Commissioners were under 
the impression that these forty acres were 
to be sold to the State, and not donated 
It would certainly seem as if this school 
nnder the circumetances, ought to have 
been located in the immediate neighbor­ 
hood of Los Angeles. On the other hand 
the Commissioners have the absolute 
right to use their judgment. Mr. Lindley

The tteam ship reached Honolulu, April 
6th, leaving there Lieutenant Ripley a\d 
twenty-nine wounded seamen to coiné, 
upon a Honolulu steamer.

THE OLGA AT SYDNEY. 


S y d n e y , N. 8. W., April 13.—The Ger­ 
man warship Olga, stranded during the 
recent hurricane at Samoa, arrived here 
for repairs. She brought from Apia the 
commander, two officers and thirty-two 
of the crew of the Adler, wrecked in the 
srme hurricane. The steamer Kocktou 
will proceed from herd to Samoa, where 
she will tiike on board the crews of the 
wrecked American warships and convey 
them to San Francieco. 


THE N1PSIC NO GOOD. 
Tbe steamer Lubeck, from Samoa 
April 2d, has arrived, and reports the 
Nipsic so badly injured that it is doubt­ 
ful whether she will be able to return to 
the United States. 
MANY BODIES RECOVERED. 
A large num ber of bodies of officers 
and men of the various ships drowned 
during the storm have been recovered 
and buried. 
The officers of the wrecked German 
war-ship Eber are also on board of the 
Lubeck. They will proceed to Germany 
on the steamer llapsburg, which sails 
April 24th. One hundred men belonging 
to the German fleet, including three 
officers, remain at Apia to guard foreign 
iuterests. 
¡The Olga also reports that the Nipsic lost 
her rudder and propellor, and the Tren­ 
ton is full of water. The Adler lies in 
the position in which the Btorrn left her. 
The hull of the Olga íb sound with the 
exception of a hole in the stern. 
Two 
plates were riveted over this hole and 
tne ship made no V ater during her voy­ 
age here. 


DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 
A p ia . Samoa, March 30.—The little 
«roup of Samoa or Navigator’s Islands, 
which, a few months ago, attracted the 
attention of the civilized world by the 
fierce civil combat between two native 
factions, and the consequent possibility 
of serious complications between tue 
great powers of the United States and 
Germany, have been visited by a dis­ 
aster more appalling than all the wars 
ever waged here. 
In attem pting to effect a solution of 
the Samoan difficulty and to protect 
their respective interests on the islands, 
two of tue greatest nations of the world 
have sacraficetl nearly 150 lives and 
$3,000,000 of property. 
The most violent and destructive hur­ 
ricane ever known in the South Pacific- 
passed over the inlands on the 16th and 
17th of March, aDd, as a result, a tleet of 
six war-ships and ten other vessels were 
ground to atoms on the coral reefs in 
th e harbor, or thrown on the beach in 
front of the little city of Apia, and one 
hundred and forty-two officers and men 
of the American and German navies 
sleep forever under the reefs or lie buried 
in unmarked graves, thousands of miles 
from their native lands. The United 
States ship 
Tienton, flagship of tbe 
Pacific Squadron, which arrived here 
from Panam a March 11th, lies within a 
stone’s throw of the American consul­ 
ate, a total wreck. The great hull of 
the magnificent Bhip which steamed into 
the harbor a few weeks ago, rests on the 
bottom, going to pieces. 
The United States steamship Vandalia, 
which arrived from San Francisco Feb­ 
ruary 23d, is buried out of sight between 
the Trenton and the shore. Her shat­ 
tered foremast and smokestack rise from 
the water to m ark the spot where the 
gallant vessel struck and lay for twelve 
hours before the awful torrent of water 
swept four officers and thiity-nine men 
from her decks and rigging. Her com­ 
mander, Captain C. M. Hchoonmaker, 
was among the first who perished in the 
waves. Captain Schoonmaker, although 
badly h m t by being thrown across trie 
cabin, bravely faced the storm until the 
sea swept him off t j his death. The 
other officers who met their death were 
Paymaster Frank H. Arms, Lieutenant 
Frank Sutton, of the Marine Corps, and 
Pay Clerk John Roach. The United 
States steamer Nipsic lay several days 
alongside the V andalia with her bow 
high on the beach and within a few feet 
of the same point. The stars and stripes 
and flag of Hear Admiral L. A. Kimberly 
still float above the scene of destruction 
from the mizzen-top m ast of the Trenton. 
It was on the little German gunboat 
Eber that the greatest loss of life occurred. 
She had a complement of six officers and 
seventy-six men. Five men were ashore 
during the storm. 
W hen the vessel 
struck the reef she sank completely out 
of sight, and a m om ent later there was 
not a vestige of her to be seen. 
Every 
m an on board was lost except one officer, 


Lieutenant Goedke, and four sailors. 
The other five officers and sixty-six men 
were either killed instantly when the 
vessel was crushed to pieces, or were 
drowned in the raining torrent of water 
th at broke upon the reef. 
THE MEN IN HOSPITAL. 
The beach is strewn with wreckage 
from one end of the town to the other. 
Over 9 0 0 American and German sailors 
are quartered in Apia, and for a few days 
after the storm subsided great confusion 
was present everywhere. 
A large num­ 
ber of men on the Vandalia and several 
on the other vessels were badly injured 
by falling from the rigging and being 
thrown about the decks by the terrible 
sea*, and it was necessary to provide a 
temporary hospital for their accommoda­ 
tion. 
A* good many men from the 
wrecked vessels became intoxicated as 
soon as they reached the shore, and the 
town was placed under a strong guard of 
United States marines. 
The bodies 
soon commenced to wash ashore, and 
almost every hour a funeral procession 
could be seen passing along the street on 
the way to the cemeteries. Many bodies 
were horribly 
mangled 
by beating 
against the reef and were beyond identi­ 
fication. 
The force of the storm was 
never equalled in this part of the world 
The barometer had been falling steadily 
for several days previous to the storm. 
The wind commenced to blow Friday af­ 
ternoon, March 15th, and continued un­ 
til Sunday morning. 
Rain fell in tor­ 
rents during the whole time, and great 
clouds of sand swept over the town. 
There was every indication that there 
would be a hard blow, but no one antici­ 
pated the storm which began to Ret in 
Friday afternoon, March 15th. 
By 11 
o’clock at night tbe wind had increased 
to a gale, and nearly all the war ships 
had their engines working to relievo the 
strain on their anchors. The crews on 
most of the sailing vessels threw out ex­ 
tra anchors and then went ashoro. 
The 
rain began to fall at midnight and the 
wind increased in fury. 
Great waves 
were roiliDg in from the open sea, aud 
the pitching of tho vessels was fearful. 
By 3 o’clock the situation had become 
alarming. 
Nearly every vessel in the 
harbor was dragging. 


THE MEN PANIC-STRICKEN, 
A panic commenced to break 
out 
among the men. On shore the howling 
of the wind among the trees and houses 
and the crash of falling roofs had aroused 
many people from their l>edB. 
Men and 
women who were wandering about in 
the etorm sheltered their faces with 
small pieces of board or any other article 
that could be used as protection againtt 
the wind and sand. The natives seemed 
to realiza more than any one else that 
the storm would result in awful destruc 
tio i. 
Through the blackness of th9 night 
could be seen the lights of the men-of- 
war, and even above the rushing and 
roaring of the wind and waves the shout­ 
ing of officers and men on board, came 
faintly across the water and struck terror 
to the hearts of all who listened. 
Every 
moment it seemed as if Iw oorm ore of 
the great warships were about to come 
together. A little after 5 o’clock faint 
rayo of dawn broke upon the scene and 
revealed a spectacle not often witnessed. 
The position of the vessels was entirely 
changed. The wind, which was blowing 
from the northeast, liad swt ;>i them from 
their former moorings, and they were all 
bearing down in tbe direct on of the 
reef. 
Black smoke was pouring from 
their funnels, showing that desperate 
efforts were being made to keep them up 
against the wind. 
The vessels seemed 
to stand almost upon their beam ends 
and the next instant the sterns would 
riso out of ti e water and expose t o view 
the rudders and rapidly-revolving pro­ 
pel lore. 
Then tho large prows would be lifted 
high in the air, only to plunge into the 
next wave and deluge the ships with tor­ 
rents of water. The little gunboat Eber 
w as making a desperate struggle for life, 
but every moment she was being drawn 
nearer and nearer to the reef. H er doom 
was certain. 
Suddenly she shot forward 
as if making a last stniggle to escape de­ 
struction. 
The current, however, bore 
her off to the right, and her prow at rue' 
the poit quarter of the Nipsic. 


THE END OF THE EBER. 
I d a moment a great wave rolled in 
towards the shore. The Eber was lifted 
high on its crest and carried broadside on 
the reef. 
She came down with awful 
force, and in an instant 'here was not 
vestige of her to be seen. 
She struck 
fairly upon her bottom, rolled over 
towards the open sea, and disappeared 
from view. 
Every timber in the gun­ 
boat mubt have been shattered, and half 
the poor men aboard of her crushed to 
death. 
THE NIPSIC IN TROUBLE. 
It was only by the most ekitlful man­ 
agement that the officers of the Nipsic 
aud crew were saved tram the samé fate 
that befel the Eber. The Nipsic also 
narrowly escaped destruction by being 
run into by the Olga, and it was the blow 
she received from that vessel that finally 
sent her ashore. The Nipsic had on all 
the steain it was possible for her to carry 
aud had just succeeded in getting clear 
of the reef when the little schooner Lily 
got in her track and was cut down. 
Tbe 
Olga was bearing down on the Nipsic at 
the time and latter vessel was trying to 
avoid a collision with the German vessel 
when she struck the Lily. The schooner 
sank out of sight in a moment. 
There 
were three men aboard of her. Only oae 
was saved. The Nipsic got well away 
from the reef after she it ruck the Lily 
and the men had attached a hawBer to 
a heavy eight-inch rifle on the forward 
deck and were preparing to hoist the 
gun overboard to assist her anchors, 
when the Olga again bore down upon 
her. The Olga strifek the Nipsic am id­ 
ships. Her bowsprit passed over the 
poit side of the Nipsic and after carrying 
away a boat and splintering the rail 
came in contact with the smokestack. 
The smokestack was struck fairly in the 
ceuter and fell to the deck with a crash 
like thunder, The crew believed the 
steamer was going down and the men 
ran up the rigging for safety. The offi­ 
cers allayed their fears as well as they 
were able. The iron smokestack rolled 
from side to side with every movement 
of the vessel, and the men, some of 
whom came upon deck, had to run to 
keep clear of its track. Having lost her 
smokestack, the Nipsic was unable to 
keep up her steam power and it was use­ 
less to attem pt to utearn out from the 
reef in the face of the wind. Captain 
Mullan was upon the bridge at the time 
aod remained cool and collected daring 
the dangerous moment. 


THE NATIVES DID GRAND WORK. 
Hundreds of people were on the beach 
by this time. The natives ran into tbe 
surf, far beyond the point where a white 
m an could have liveu, and stood waiting 
to save any poor creature who might 
rise from the water. The breakers on 
the reef had hidden a few straggling 
men, who had come to the surface and 
Btruck out feebly for the shore. 
Pres­ 
ently a man, who had not been noticed 
before, was seen clinging to the piling 
under a small wharf near by. 
Willing 
hands soon grasped him and drew him 
up upon shore. 
He proved to be Lieu­ 
tenant Goedeke, and wafl tbe only officer 


of the Eber who was saved. 
He was in 
dazed condition, and unable to realize 
his escape. 
Four scilorH 
from 
the Eber were 
quickly rescued by the natives, and also 
takeu to the American consulate. 
None 
of them Feeined to know how they es­ 
caped. They felt themselves at the sur­ 
face of the water, and were Boon grasped 
by natives and taken ashore. There 
were six officers and seventy men on the 
Eber when she struck the reef , aud of 
these five officers and Bixty-six men 
were lobt. 
TIIE DOOMED ADLER. 
It was about 6 o’clock in the morning 
when the Eber foundered. By this time 
the Adler had been swept across the 
bay, being for a moment in collision with 
the Olga. 
She was now close to the reef, 
about 200 yards west of the point where 
tho Eber struck. 
Like the Eber, she 
was approaching her doom, broadside 
ou. 
In half an hour she was lifted on 
top of a reef and turned completely over 
on her fide. 
Nearly every man was 
thrown into the water. 
* r 
■ 
Fortunately, however, the Adler wae 
thrown so far up on the reef that when 
Bhe turned over on her side, nearly the 
entire hull was out of the water. 
Most 
of the men who were struggling in the 
water had but a few feet to sw im to reach 
the deck, where they clung to the guns 
and masts in safety. 
Of the 130 officers 
and men 
aboard, twenty men were 
drowned when the tt earner capsized. 
Tho natives stretched a rope from the 
shore to the deck of the Adler during 
the day and a number of sailors eecaved 
in that way. but the rope parted before 
all had left the vessel, and the others 
were not taken off until next day. 
About 10 o’clock in the morning the 
excitement on shore, which had quieted 
a little just after the Nipsic struck, com­ 
menced to grow more intense. 


TIIE CALLIOPE*!* ESCAPE. 
As the Vandalia and Calliope were in 
a moet dangerous position, a collision be­ 
tween the two vessels seemed inevitable, 
and they were both bearing hack against 
the reef near the point where the wreck 
of the Adler lay. The Calliope was 
nearer the shore and her bow was close 
to the stern of the Vandalia. Great 
waves were tossing the two vessels 
about, and they were coming closer to­ 
gether every minute. 


SH E COLLIDES WITH THE VANDALIA. 
The space between the meo-of-war was 
seen to close together. Suddenly the 
great iron prow of the Englishman arose 
high in the air on the crest of an enor­ 
mous wave, and came down with full 
force upon the port quarter of the Van­ 
dalia. 
The crash was awful. The jib- 
boom of the Calliope was carried away, 
and the heavy tim bers of the Vandalia 
were shivered. 
Every man who stood 
upon the poop deck of the Vandalia waB 
thrown to his feet by the shock. 
A hole 
had been torn below the rail, and the 
water rushed into the cabin. At tho time 
it seemed that the Vandalia had received 
her death blow. The men rushed up the 
hatches in the belief that the steamer 
was sinking, and it was only after a great 
effort that the officers narsuaded them to 
return to their post*. Just after this col­ 
lision Captain Kane, of the Calliops, de­ 
termined to>t*am out of the harbor, as 
he saw that to rem ain in his present po­ 
sition would lead to anot her collision with 
the Vandalia or throw his vessel on the 
reef. 
He accordingly gave the order to 
let go all the anchors. 
The Calliope’s 
head was swung around to the wind and 
her powerful engines were worked to 
their utmost capacity. 


A CRITICAL POSITION. 
It was an anxious moment on board 
the corvette, as, w ithther anchors gone, 
she had nothing but her engines to de­ 
pend upon to keep her off the reef. Tbe 
steamer seemed to stand still for a mo­ 
ment, and then the rspidly revolving 
propellor had its effect, for the vessel 
moved up slowly against the great waves 
which broke over her bows and flooded 
the decks from stem to stern. Every 
tension was strained in the desperate 
struggle against the storm. As foci by 
foot Bhe passed abreast of the Trenton, 
a great shout went np from over 400 men 
aboard the flagship, and three hearty 
cheers were given 
for the Calliope. 
“ Three cheers for the Trenton and the 
American flag” was the answer that 
came back across the angry waters. The 
Calliope passed saiely ont of the harbor 
and steamea far out to sea, returning 
after the storm abated. 
She sustained 
little injury outside of the loss of all her 
boats. 


GETTING ASHORE OFF THE NIP8IC. 
W hen the Nipsic struck, the seas were 
r filing so high under the bow of the 
s:earner that when tbe men had ad­ 
vanced 10 feet down the ropes, which 
were stretched to the shore, they would 
often be entirely submerged, and noth­ 
ing but the noble efforts of the natives 
prevented them from being washed off 
and carried away by the curren!. 
As 
soon as each man would come within 
reach, be would be grasped in the strong 
arms of half a dozen Hamoans and car­ 
ried to the Consulate. 
Most of them had 
but scant clothing. Captain Malian in­ 
sisted upon being the last man to leave 
the ship. 


CAPTAIN MULLAN’S ESCAPE. 
He finally found himself on deck with 
Lieutenant John A. Shearman and two 
sailors by his side. 
He ordered the 
sailors to leave, which they did. The 
Captain being unable to swim, he did 
not care to trust to descending the rope 
by means of his hands and legs, as all 
the others had done, so he procured an 
empty water cask, which he attached to 
a hawser, and when he was seated on 
the cask Shearman stood alone on the 
deck and started his commander down 
the reps. 
The Lieutenant then climbed 
down the rope in the usual way, and the 
Nipsic was left alone to battle with the 
waves. 
THE TRENTON AND OLGA. 
Admiral Kimberly, Captain Farquhar 
and Lieutenant Brown stood upon the 
bridge of the NipBic the whole (lay and 
directed the movements of the Trenton. 
As soon as tho steam gave out the miz­ 
zen stormsail was set with the greatest 
difficulty. 
Oil was also poured over­ 
board, but it had no effect in stilliug the 
waters. 
The Trenton maneuvered in 
this way all the time, and succeeded in 
keeping clear of the reef until the middle 
of the afternoon, when the force of the 
wind and waves bore her down almost 
upon it. She came broadside on t oward 
tho reef, and it seemed as if the great 
vessel, with her 450 men, was lost. 


A NOVEL EXPERIMENT. 
Lieutenant Brown ordered every man 
into the port rigging, b o that the com­ 
pact mass of humanity could be used as 
BailB, and at the same time keep the 
weight of the vessel on the side next to 
the storm. 
The novel experiment was 
all that saved Ihe Trenton from destruc­ 
tion. The wind struck against the men 
in the rigging and forced the vessel out 
into the hay again. 
She remained there 
only for a Bhort time, however, and 
soon commenced to drift back agaim t 
the Olga, which was still standing off 
from the reef and holding np against tbe 
storm better than any other vessel in the 
harbor had done. 
The Trenton came 
down slowly on the Olga, and thiB time 
it seemed as if both vessels would be 
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swept on the reef and crushed to pieces. 
The crowds on shore rushed down to the 
water’s edge, and peered through the 
blinding storm, waiting to hear the 
crash which would send tooth men-ox-war 
and their loads of human freight to the 
bottom. Suddenly the stars and stripes 
were seen floating from the gaff ox the 
Trenton. Previous to this, no vessel in 
the harbor had raised a flag, as the 
storm was raging so furiously at sunrise 
that the ceremony was negleeted. 
MEETING HER DOOM GALLANTLY. 
It seemed now as if the gallant ship 
knew she was approaching her doom, 
and had detei mined to go down with the 
ffag of her country floating above the 
storm. The stern of the Trenton waB 
nearing the Olga’s haw, and, Captain 
Von Erhaid, believing that sure de­ 
struction was upon him , let go his 
anchors and attempted to steam away. 
It was too late, however, for just as the 
(liga commenced to move up against the 
wind, her bow came in contact with the 
starboard quarter of the flagship. The 
Olga’s bowsprit and figurehead were car­ 
ried away and the heavy timbers of the 
Trenton’s quarter were shivered. Sev­ 
eral boats were torn from their davits, 
and the American flag, which had floated 
from the Trenton, was carried a wav, *Dd 
fell to the deck of the Oiga. Fortunately 
the vessels drifted apart after the col­ 
lision. THE OLGA Rl'N IN THE MUD. 
The Olga sieamed ahead towards the 
mud flats iu the eastern part of the 
harbor. Captain Von Erhard had deter­ 
mined to run her aground. The engines 
were worked to their fullest capacity, 
and it was only a moment before < llga’a 
prow struck and the steam er lay em ­ 
bedded in the soft mud in the safest part 
of the bay. 
Not a life was lost. The 
waters beat over her during all the night, 
but the only damage they did was to 
flood her uccks with water and carry 
away several boats. 
THE TRENTON’S FATE. 
The Trenton was not able to get out 
into the bay again after her collision 
with the Olga. She was not about 200 
feet from the wreck of the Vandalia and 
was slowly drifting toward the shoal. A 
new danger now arose. The Trenton 
was sure to strike the Vandalia, and to 
those on shore it seemed that the huge hull 
of the flagship would crush the Vandalia 
to pieces and throw the hundred men 
still clinging to the rigging into the 
water. 
It was now after 5 o’clock and 
the light was beginning to fade away. 
In half an hour inore the Trenton had 
drifted to within a few yards of the 
Vanrialia’s bow, and the men who were 
in the rigging of the latter vessel trem­ 
bled with fear as they saw the Trenton 
approach. Feelings hard to describe 
came over the hundreds who watched 
the vessels from the shore. Presently 
the last faint rays of daylight faded away 
and night came down upon the awful 
scene. The storm was still raging with 
as much fury as at any tim e during the 
day. 
TERRIBLE CONDITION OF TIIE MEN. 
The poor creatures who had been 
clingiDg for hoars to the rigging of the 
Vandalia were bruised and bleeding, but 
thoy held on with the desperation of men 
who hang by a thread between life and 
death. The* ropea had cut the flesh on 
their arms and legs and their eyeB were 
blinded by the salt spray which swept 
over them. Weak and exhausted as they 
were, they would be uuable to stand the 
terrible strain much longer. They looked 
down upon the angay waters below them 
and knew that they had no strength left 
to battle with the waves. Their final 
hour seemed to be upon them. The 
great black hull of the Trenton could be 
seen through the darkness, almost ready 
to crash into the Btranded Vandalia anil 
grind her to atoms. 
A CHEERING SHOUT. 
Suddenly a shout was borne across the 
waters. The Trenton was cheering the 
Vandalia. The souud of 450 voices broke 
upon the air and was heard above the 
roar of the tempest. “Three cheers for 
the Vandalia,’’ was the cry that warmed 
the hea»ts of the dying m en in the rig­ 
ging. The eliout died away upon the 
storm and there arose from the quiver* 
ing masts of the sunken ship a response 
so feeble that it was scarcely heard upon 
shore. The men that felt that they wore 
looking death in the face, aroused them ­ 
selves to the effort and united in a faint 
cheer for the flag ship. Those who were 
standing on shore listened in silence for 
that feeble cry, which was the saddest 
they had ever heard. Every heart was 
melied to pity. “ God help them ,” was 
passed from one man to another. 
MUSIC AMID THE STORM. 
The sound of mnsic next came across 
the waters. The Trenton’s hand was 
playing “ The Star-Spangled Banner.” 
A thousand men on Bea ami shore had 
never before heard the Btrains of music 
at such a time as this. An indescribable 
feeling came over the hundred Americans 
on the beach who listened to the notes of 
the nationical anthem, mingled with the 
howl of the storm. For a moment only 
were they silent, then broke forth with 
a cry that rent the air and reached the 
ears of the struggling men in the rigging 
of the Vandalia. Men who had exhaust­ 
ed every means, during the whole of that 
awful day, of rendering some assistance 
to their comrades, now seemed inspired 
to greater efforts. They ran about the 
beach eager to do something, even at the 
risk of life itself. They looked despair­ 
ingly at the roaring torrent of water that 
broke upon the shore, aud knew that no 
boat could live in such a tea. Bravely 
as the Samoans had acted, there was not 
one of them who would again venture 
into the surf, where certain death would 
befall them. Three officers, who had 
been untiring in their efforts during the 
day, Lieutenant Sherman and Ensigns 
Purcell and Jones, procured a boat and 
got it ready to launch at the moment the 
sea should subside. Several natives and 
one or two of the Nipsic Bailors volun­ 
teered to go in the boat and, with the 
three officers, a sufficient number of men 
were secured to man the oars. But the 
storm did not abate in the least, and 
there was no opportunity during the 
whole night to take the boat out to the 
vessels. 
HOARDING TIIE TRENTON. 
The collision of the Trenton and Van­ 
dalia, which everyone thought would 
crush the latter vessel to pieces, proved 
to be the salvation of the men in the 
rigging. Notwithstanding the trem en­ 
dous force of the waves, the Trenton 
dragged back slowly, and whoa her stern 
finally struck the side of the Vandalia 
there was no shock and she gradually 
swung around broadside to the sunken 
ship. As soon as the vessels touched 
the men in the mizzen rigging crawled 
out on the yards and jum ped to the deck 
of the Trenton. The men escaped just 
intim e, for, as the last man left the 
yards, the mizzen-mast of the Vandalia 
fell with a crash on the side next to the 
shore. The men in the main-mast next 
escaped in the same way. Lieutenant 
Wilson, who waa in the maintop, al­ 
most lost his life in passing from one 
vessel to the other. The men in the 
foreman escaped by mean» o f . line 
thrown from the deck 
tbe Trenton. 
Dr. Cordeira, who wasl in the foretop, in 
attempting to climb olit on the foreyard, 


elipppd and fell. He struck the deck of 
the Vandalia heavily and dislocated his 
kriee-cap. Notwithstanding hisiojuriep. 
however, he struggled in the water until 
ho reached the lino and was drawn up 
on the Trenton. The maiumast of the 
Vandalia fell soon after the mizzen and 
it was believed that several men were 
still in the rigging. 
If so, they were 
killed by the fall or drowned. 
RIPLEY’t* CLOSE CALL. 
Before the men escaped from the rig­ 
ging Ensign Kipley was in the maintop, 
determined to make an eflort to reach 
the shore. He crawled out on the yard 
and jumped into the sea. He was swept 
over to the stern of the Nipsic, but not 
being able to draw himself up he swam 
to a piece of wreckage near the shore, 
lie remained there a few minutes and 
then swam int) the current. After a 
hard struggle he got through the current 
and was washed upon shore. Utterly 
exhausted he sank down in the water 
and was just about being washed ont by 
the undertow, when Lieutenant Shear­ 
man and Ensign Purcell, who were 
patrolling the beach, saw him and 
dragged him out of the water. 
The men who escaped to the deck of 
the Trenton had clung to the Vandalia’s 
rigging nearly twelve hours. All were 
weak and exhausted, and many received 
severe injuries. The Trenton w as rapidly 
filling with water and but little could be 
done for the rescued men. The storm 
was raging furiously at midnight and the 
stern of the Trenton was forced back 
agaiust the reef. The waves continued 
to beat over her, but her draught was so 
great that after she had settled entirely, 
she was still about her usual height out 
of the water and there seemed to be no 
great danger of her g 'iDg to pieces before 
the men on boaid of her could be 
taken off. 
W A ITIN G FO R M O RN IN G . 
Little could be done on the shore but 
wait for the morning. Lieu cnant Shei- 
man, Ensign Purcell, and several other 
persons patrolled tho beach until early 
morning in the hope of rescuing any 
poor fellow who might he seen struggling 
in the waves. Long before a ray of 
dawu appeared, crowds began to gather 
on tbe shore again. 
VOLUNTEER RESCUERS. 
By 5 o'clock the wind had abated, 
though the sea was still very rough. 
However, a number of natives volun­ 
teered to man a boat to go out to the 
Trenton. 
Zumann, chief of the Apia 
district, took charge of the crew. It was 
still very dark, and the trip was a most 
perilous one, but the r.atives put the 
boat through the current in safety, and 
reached the bow of the Trenton. They 
were given a haweer, which they took 
back to tbe shore and made fast. But 
little was done, however, until daylight. 
All hands were ordered to remain on the 
ship, as, the storm having subsided, 
there was no immediate danger. As 
soon as it became light, two more haw ­ 
sers were stretched from the Trenton to 
the shore to guard against danger in the 
event of the storm coming up again. 
Two boats, manned by natives, com­ 
menced 
the 
work 
of 
removing 
the 
Vanda'ia 
men 
from 
the 
Trenton. 
Those 
who were badly 
injured wore the first to come aehore. A 
few had arm s and legs broken, and near­ 
ly all were badly cut and bruised. There 
were very few, especially among the of­ 
ficers who could walk without assist­ 
ance. Willing hands lifted them out of 
the boats and carried them to the neigh­ 
boring houses. 
A shade of sadness 
woula come over the faces of all when 
tho names of Captain Bchoonmaker and 
other officers and men who had lost their 
lives were mentioned. 
KING METAAFA VISITS THE SCENE. 
King Metaafa came down from bis 
camp early in the morning for the first 
time in several months. He went down 
on the shore and directed the natives in 
their work. He then went to the Ameri­ 
can Consulate and offered the pervices of 
all his men to Vice-Consul Blacklock. 
He expressed the greatest sorrow on ac­ 
count of the sad disaster and feared that 
the American people would blame him 
for being tbe cause of the war ships com­ 
ing down to Samoa to be lost in the 
storm. 
It was not long before the greatest con­ 
fusion aud disorder prevailed on shore. 
The Trenton’s men commenced to leave, 
the vessel, and when they reached the 
shore there was no place for them to go. 
By noon there were nearly 800 American 
sailors on the streets of Apia, besides 
several hundred more from the German 
ships. The Germans remained at Má­ 
tatele, as ihe lower end cf Apia, where 
the German residents live, is called, but 
the American sailors wandered from one 
end of the town to the other. The saloons 
were crowded with them, and it was net 
long before many of them were disor­ 
derly. 
Vice-Consul Blacklock, recog­ 
nizing tbe gravity of the situation, issued 
peremptory notices to all saloon-keepers 
in town, of whatever nationality, forbid­ 
ding them to sell or in any way furnish 
liquor to American sailors, and notifying 
them that, if they did not obey this order, 
a squad of marines would be sent to their 
places and all liquor found there would be 
emptied into toe street. Lieut. Fillette 
did all in his power to preserve order, 
but his small guard was unequal to the 
task, and bo had to write to Admiral 
Kimberly, who was still aboard the 
Trenton, asking that an additional ma­ 
rine guard be sent ashore to police the 
town and protect property. The Admiral 
complied with this request, and Captaia 
k. W. Huntington, a marine officer of 
the Trenton, was sent ashore with a 
guard of about forty men. The next 
thing to be done was to provide food and 
quarters for the shipwrecked sailors. 
Through George Copra, a waetehouse be­ 
longing to the firm of VVm. McArthur & 
Co. was obtained and the men were sent 
there for the time. 
CONDITION OF THE NIPSIC. 
A hasty examination was made of the 
Niwsic, and though there was consider­ 
able water in her hold, she was found in 
fair condition, and her officers and men 
were sent aboard as quickly as possible. 
Contracts were made with various parties 
for feeding the sailors, though it was a 
difficult matter to provide them with 
much food during the day. Lieutenant 
Brown took charge of fbe Trenton men. 
Lieutenant Cailin, though hardly able to 
stand upon his feet, took charge of the 
Vandalia men and was assisted by Lieu­ 
tenants Wilson and Heath, Ensign Gib­ 
bon and other officers who were able to 
be on duty. 
THE DOCTORS* GOOD WORK. 
A temporary hospital was provided for 
a large number of the men who had 
been injured or were suffering from ex­ 
haustion. Dr. C. A. W hite, of the Treu- 
ton, took charge of this, and all the other 
surgeons assisted him in the work- Dr. 
f. H . Harvey, surgeon of the Vandalia, 
though greatly exhausted, went to tbe 
íospital and oid all he was able to re­ 
de ve the sufferings of the men. tout in a 
few hours he broke down completely and 
was removed to a neighboring house, 
suffering from severe nervous prostra- 
ion, from which he did not recover for a 
week. Dr. Cordiao, of the Vandalia, was 
unable to give much assistance during 
the first day, owing to a dislocation of 
his knee-cap, wbioh he had received in 
a fall, but next day he was carried into 


tbe'hospital on a chair, and assisted in 
caring for the injured, and has since then 
faithfully attended to the wants of the 
suffering m en, although experiencing 
great pain himself and being obliged to 
walk on crotches. 
THE DAY AFTER THE STORM. 
It is difficult to imagine the areat con 
fueion on shore during the first day after 
the storm. 
All Ihe blankets and m at­ 
tresses that were saved were soaked with 
water and had to be spread iu the sun to 
dry. 
Many new ones were purchased. 
The men were controlled with great diffi­ 
culty. Guards were placed at every sa­ 
loon in town to prevent the men from 
obtaining liquor. Many disorderly sailors 
were placed under arrest. 
FAITEE WA8 FRIGHTENED. 
Captain Fritze, the Senior German 
officer, was aeked to co-operate in pro­ 
viding police protection, but he notified 
the American officers that he was afraid 
to trust his own men as guards, as the 
American sailors would attack them, and 
he requested the Americans to take fall 
control of the town. This was accord­ 
ingly doDe. Captain Huntington and 
Lieutenant Fillette stationed their ma­ 
rines all over Apia, and the sailors were 
not permitted to go to that paTt of the 
town where Germans have their head­ 
quarters. 
WRECKING PARTIES SENT O^T. 
As soon as it was possible to do so, 
wrecking parties were formed and a 
great amount of stores were saved from 
the Trenton. 
Several bodies of Ameri­ 
can sailors were washed ashore during 
the day, and were buried in the French 
Catholic cemetery. 
th e c alliope’s retu r n. 
On Sunday evening tbe Calliope, 
which had gone to sea the day before the 
storm , was sighted about 10 miles oil'the 
island. She entered the harbor the next 
morning and everyone in town supposed 
that, owing to the distressing condition 
of affairs, she would be ready to offer all 
possible assistance to tbe American and 
German sailors. 
Greatly to the sur­ 
prise of everyone, however, the Captain 
announced that he would take more 
coal on and leave for Sydney at once. It 
was expected that the Calliope would at 
least remain here and aesist the Ameri­ 
cans in guarding the town, and also take 
the mailB and dispatches to the steam­ 
ship M ariposa at Tutuila. 
CAPTAIN HAND’S UNHANDSOME IIA8TE. 
But Captain Hand and all of his of­ 
ficers seemed to be in the greatest hnrrv 
to be off. 
The only reason they gave 
was that the steamer’s mainyard was 
sprung and that she bad lost her boate 
and anchors. 
The Americans had a 
num ber of boats which they would 
gladly have offered Captain Hand, and 
'.here were probably two dczen anchors 
scattered ever the email harbor, which 
could have been found with a little drag­ 
ging. 
The American officers thought 
that Captain Hand’s conduct was very 
peculiar, and the English residents de­ 
nounce him in very severe terms. How­ 
ever, the Calliope loadedJlOO^tous of coal 
and, on Thursday morning, 6be fired a 
salute of thirteen gunB in honor of Ad­ 
miral Kimberlv, and steamed out. 
THE NIPSIC’S INJURIES. 
Order was generally restored in Apia 
after a few days. A large force of .Sa­ 
moans was put to work on the Nipsic and 
the steamer was hauled off. It was found 
she was not leaking, but her boilera were 
sprung and her propellor would not work. 
Her rudder, smokestack and tho lost of 
her boats were gone, and she was badly 
shattered above tbe water lioe. All of 
her officers and crew are living aboard. 
Admiral Kimberly has not yet decided 
whether to send the Nipsic to Auckland 
or San Francisco. The Trenton and Van­ 
dalia will be a total loss. 
THE CAMP OF THE SURVIVORS. 
Apia has the appearance of a camping 
ground. 
The Trenton sailors have 
erected temporary tents in a large yard 
near the center of the town, and the 
Vandalia survivors have quarters near 
the American consulate. The survivors 
of the Adler and Eber are quartered in 
the waste-house of the German Trading 
Company. The officers and crew of the 
< >lga are living aboard their own ship. 
The town is still under marine guard. 
HYGIENIC PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 
The greatest precautions are being 
taken to keep the town clean and pre­ 
vent disease breaking out among the 
men. Nearly every man who clung to 
the rigging oí tbe Vandalia during the 
storm was more or less seriously injured, 
and, for a day or so, the hospital was 
crowded. 
Those whose injuries were 
confined to slight cuts and braises were 
discharged quickly, but a num ber of 
others were still under the care of the 
surgeons. 
THE ARRIVAL OF THE ALAMEDA LOOKED FOR. 
The arrival of the Alameda at Apia 
was anxiously waited for as the Admiral 
intended to send 190 officers and men of 
the Vandalia to 8an Francisco, provided 
that Captain Morse would agree to take 
them , but it was found that this could 
not be done. 
Tbe Oceanic Company's 
steamers are much crowded just now, 
and the stateroom accommodations have 
been reserved by Sydney passengers far 
in advance, so, as was feared, there was 
not room aboard for the shipwrecked 
sailors. 
DOING THE BEST FOR SALVAGE. 
The wrecking parties have continued 
their work during the last few days, and 
many articles are being saved from the 
Trenton. Divers have also been at work 
on tbe Vandalia and have recovered 
many things from her, though they are 
in a badly damaged coijdition. The 
Nipsic is still afijat, but leaking badly, 
aud the Admiral has not yet decided 
what disposition to make of her; but, if 
she can be rendered seaworthy, he will 
send her to Auckland or Ban Francisco 
for repairs. A huge derrick has been 
erected on the shore and all effoit is be­ 
ing made to lighten the Trenton by tak­ 
ing off the two pivot rifles on her spar 
detk, weighing about oight tons apiece, 
after which the Trenton will be pumped 
out in the hope that she may get afloat. 
It is feared, however, that the ship is 
badly broken under the water line and it 
is not expected that the eflort to save 
her will prove successful. 
HELP FROM THE ENEMY. 
The German corvette Olga was hauled 
cff the mud fiats on the 29th, and is now 
afloat in the harbor. The work was done 
by M ataafa’s men, whom the Germans 
have persecuted so greatly, and with 
whom they are still at war. 
PHILO-AM ERIC AN NATIVES. 
The natives display the greatest Kind­ 
ness towards the Americans, and are 
ready to render them any possible assist­ 
ance. Two parties of natives came to 
Apia yesterday, one from the island of 
Savaii, and the other from Manono. 
They num ber several hundred men, and 
marched through the town singing, each 
cuan carrying in his hand a gift for the 
\merit-an Admiral. When they arrived in 
front of the ('onsulate they placed in the 
yard great quantities of chickens, cocoa- 
mts, yams, tara and other articles of 
food. Admiral Kimberly thanked the 
men for their generous offerings, and told 
hem they should keep them for their 
own necessities. However, as the Ad­ 
miral did not desire to offend the 


Samoans, he accepted the pifti and dis­ 
tributed them among the sailors. 
The Alameda touch* d off Samoa this 
afternoon and took off, in addition to the 
cadets, fifty officers and men from the 
Vandalia. 
HOW TIIE WRECKS LOOK. 
San F rancisc<J, April IS —John P. 
Dunning, a representative of tbe Asso­ 
ciated Press, who went to Samoa two 
months ago, and whoso letter descriptive 
of the wreck of (he American and Ger­ 
man war vessels in Apia was telegraphed 
tonight, lias forwarded three photo­ 
graphs showing the appearance of the 
wrecked vessels. The German ship Adler 
lies on her side, completely ont of water 
while only the bow of the Eber is shown 
on shore, this vessel being completely 
broken up. Of the Vandalia only the 
main-mast, smoke-stack and Bome of 
the rigging appear above the water

The German bark Peter Godefi'roi, the 
Danish barkentine Aguer, the English 
schooner Lily, the English schooner 
Tafua, the little schooners Upolu, Utu- 
mapu, Vaitele, Nnkumino, and Louisa, 
nearly aH belonging to the German 
Trading Company, were driven ashore, 
and only one or two of them were saved 
afterwards.
